The attention of all the people of the 
Province of Alberta is publicly directed 
to the fact: that the present Liquor Lic- 
ense Ordinance ceases to exist at mid- 
night on June30th, 1916,and is sueceed- 
ed by the Liquor Act, a prohibition 
measure which comes into full force 
and effect. on July Ist 1916.
